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Preface 



Introduction to Academic Writing , Third Edition, is an intermediate writing textbook/ 
workbook for English language learners in academic settings. It teaches rhetoric 
and sentence strncture in a straightforward manner, nsing a step-by-step approach, 
high-interest models, and varied practices. 

Students are guided through the writing process to prodnce well-organized, 
adequately developed paragraphs and essays. Explanations are simple, and nnmerous 
practices help students assimilate each skill. 

The book contains ten chapters: Chapters 1-8 teach paragraphs, and Chapters 9 
and 10 introduce the essay. Most chapters also teach sentence structure, starting with 
simple sentences and progressing through compound and complex sentences. The 
chapters also include instruction in the writing process and punctuation.

Instructors familiar with the Second Edition will find several changes. We have 
madę these changes in response to the comments of reviewers and teachers who 
have used the Second Edition over the years. 

• Paragraph writing takes center stage in this edition. Following two introductory 
chapters on paragraph format and structure are six morę chapters on the 
paragraph. Essays are introduced in the finał two chapters. As a result, rhetorical 
instruction flows morę sequentially from paragraph to essay. 

• There are morę paragraph modes: narration, description, logical division of ideas, 
process, definition,and comparison/contrast. Each is presented in its own chapter. 

• The organization of individual chapters has been changed. The gap between 
prewriting and linal draft has been closed. 

• The challenging but important academic skill of summary writing is introduced 
early on, in Chapter 3, and opportunities to write summaries are sprinkled 
throughout the book. 

• Models and practice items have been updated or replaced. Old favorites have 
been retained, sometimes in a different form. 

• New Try It Out! exercises allow students to try out new skills informally, 
without the pressure of being graded on their efforts. 

• Journal writing has been added as an option. Instructions and topie suggestions 
appear as Appendix A at the back of the book. 

• There are separate worksheets for self-editing and peer editing. 

Introduction to Academic Writing is intended to be covered in one fifteen-week 
semester, with classes meeting five hours a week. Chapters 1-6 should be taught in 
order because the sentence structures presented in these chapters are sequenced, 
moving from simple sentences through compound sentences to complex sentences. 

For courses shorter than fifteen weeks, or for classes that are on the Iow end of the 
intermediate rangę, Chapters 7, 8, and/or 9 and 10 can be skipped. These chapters 
teach morę advanced rhetorical forms (definition, comparison/contrast, opinion 
essays) and sentence structures (adjective clauses and appositives).

Most chapters contain three sections: Organization, Sentence Structure, and Writing. 
Others contain a fourth section on Capitalization, Punctuation, or Summary Writing. 

Six appendices at the back of the book contain reference charts of editing 
symbols, connecting words, transition signals, and other writing aids. 

Organization Sections 

In the Organization sections in Chapters 1-8, students learn paragraph format, 
paragraph structure, and patterns of organization such as time order and logical 
division. Chapters 9 and 10 help students make the transition to essay writing. 

An overview of the writing process appears in Chapter 1, using a recurring model 
on a topie similar to the writing assignment for that chapter. The prewriting technique 
of listing is taught in Chapter 1; other prewriting techniąues (clustering, freewriting, 
and outlining) follow in subseąuent chapters. Editing is practiced throughout the book. 

Sentence Structure Sections 

A good portion of each chapter provides students with opportunities to improve 
the structure of their sentences. Beginning with simple sentences in Chapter I, 
students learn to form compound sentences and finally complex sentences of 
inereasing difficulty. 

Writing Sections 

Each Writing section reviews the points covered in the chapter and also offers Skill 
Sharpeners. Skill Sharpeners reinforce previously mastered skills such as outlining, 
summary writing, and punctuation that students need in order to write well. They 
are flexible; Skill Sharpeners can be assigned at any time, for example, when an 
instructor needs to fili the last few minutes of a class meeting, or they can be used 
as quiz materiał. 

The Writing Assignment for each chapter contains elear step-by-step instructions. 
Students are never left wondering how to begin or what to do next. Because students 
will have encountered the topie for many writing assignments in practice exercises 
earlier in the chapter, they will have thought about or discussed their topie before 
they tackle writing about it. 

Alternative Writing Topics expand the choices for students and instructors. 

Students see several writing models in each chapter. Each Organization section is 
preceded by a model paragraph or essay that demonstrates the rhetorical form taught in 
that chapter. Similarly, each Sentence Structure section begins with a model that 
demonstrates both the rhetorical modę just taught and the sentence structures just ahead. 
In addition, many practice exercises serve double duty—as models and as exercises. 

Ouestions on the Models 

Following each model tire Questions on the Model that focus the students’ attention on 
specific elements in the paragraph. These questions either help students consolidate 
materiał taught in previous chapters or prepare students for the leaming task ahead. For 
example, one question on the descriptive paragraph model asks students to underline 
descriptive words. Another question might ask students to identify the type of 
concluding sentence, to notice the kinds of details used to support the topie sentence, 
or to circle transition signals. Other questions may target sentence-building skills.

The topics listed for each writing assignment are only suggestions. We encourage 
teachers to look for current news topics or for photographs and charts in newspapers 
and magazines on which to base writing assignments. A big challenge is to keep a 
topie smali enough so that students develop it adequately. 

Group prewriting and in-class writing of first drafts are especially helpful in the 
early stages because the instructor is available for immediate consultation. Also, the 
instructor can check to make surę everyone is on the right track. Pair and group 
collaboration is appropriate for prewriting and editing work; however, writing is 
essentially an individual task even when done in class. 

Intermediate students grasp points morę easily by seeing several examples rather 
than by reading long explanations. Therefore, explanations are brief, and examples 
are numerous. Important information such as comma rules, charts of transition 
signals, and sentence “formulas” is boxed. 

Each teaching point is accompanied by a variety of practice exercises, which progress 
from recognition exercises to controlled production to communicative Try It Out! 
practices. Try It Out! exercises allow students to experiment with new skills—both 
rhetorical and sentence structure—informally, without the pressure of being graded 
on their experiments. 

In addition, students have opportunities to practice editing. Some Editing 
Practices ask them to look for sentence errors such as comma splices or run-ons, and 
others target punctuation. Still others ask them to analyze a paragraph for rhetorical 
devices or to check a paragraph for unity.

Journal Writing 

Appendix A contains instructions and topie suggestions for journal writing. We 
urge teachers to introduce journal writing early in the term. Journal writing is 
particularly valuable for students at the intermediate level to develop writing 
fluency. 

Editing Worksheets 

Appendix F contains peer-editing and self-editing worksheets for each writing 
assignment. Instructors can use one or the other, or both, as they prefer. Peer editors 
can write their comments on the worksheet. Alternatively, each student can read his 
or her draft aloud in a smali group of classmates and then elicit orał comments and 
suggestions by asking the checklist questions.The student who hasread then records 
the group’s suggestions on his or her own paper. Instructors can also respond to 
student writing by using the peer-editing checklist.

Scoring Rubrics

Academic writing is the kind of writing used in high school and college classes. 
Academic writing is different from creative writing, which is the kind of writing you 
do when you write stories. It is also different from personal writing, which is the kind of 
writing you do when you write letters or e-mails to your friends and family. Creative 
writing and personal writing are informal, so you may use slang, abbreviations, and 
incomplete sentences. However, academic writing is formal, so you should not use 
slang or contractions. Also, you should take care to write complete sentences and to 
organize them in a certain way. 

Academic writing in English is probably different from academic writing in your 
native language. The words and grammar and also the way of organizing ideas are 
probably different from what you are used to. In fact, the English way of writing may 
seem clumsy, repetitive, and even impolite to you. Just remember that it is neither 
better nor worse than other ways; it is just different. 

This book will help you learn and practice the format, sentence structure, and 
organization appropriate for academic writing. We will begin by studying the 
paragraph. 


Organization 


A paragraph is a group of related statements that a writer develops about a subject. 
The first sentence States the specific point, or idea, of the topie. The rest of the sentences 
in the paragraph support that point.

A sentence is a group of words that (a) contains at least one subject and one verb 
and (b) expresses a complete thought. 

There are four kinds of sentences in English: simple sentences, compound 
sentences, complex sentences, and compound-complex sentences. First, let’s leam 
about simple sentences.

Notice that the subject in a simple sentence may have two or morę items (sentences 
2 and 4). The verb may have two or morę items (sentences 3 and 4). These are all 
simple sentences because there is only one subject-verb pair. 


You already know that subjects and verbs agree in number.

The Writing Process 


Overview Writing is never a one-step action; it is an ongoing creative act. When you first write 

something, you have already been thinking about what to say and how to say it. Then 
after you have finished writing, you read over what you have written and make 
changes and corrections. You write and revise and write and revise again until you 
are satisfied that your writing expresses exactly what you want to say. 

The process of writing has roughly four steps. In the first step, you create ideas. In 
the second step, you organize the ideas. In the third step, you write a rough draft. In the 
finał step, you polish your rough draft by editing it and making revisions.

The first step is called prewriting. Prewriting is a way to get ideas. In this step, you 
choose a topie and collect ideas to explain the topie. 

Listing There are several techniques you can use to get ideas. In this chapter, 
you will practicc the technique called listing. Listing is a prewriting technique in 
which you write the topie at the top of a piece of paper and then quickly make a 
list of the words or phrases that come into your mind. Don’t stop to wonder if an 
idea is good or not.

In this step, you polish what you have written. This step is also called revising and 
editing. Polishing is most successful if you do it in two steps. First, attack the big 
issues of content and organization (revising). Then work on the smaller issues of 
grammar, punctuation, and mechanics (editing). 

Peer Editing On pages 198-207 are worksheets for each chapter to help you 
polish your writing. The first worksheet is for a peereditor to use. Apeereditor is a 
classmate who reads your paper and helps you improve the content and organization. 
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A peer editor’s job is to read, ask questions, and comment on what’s good and on 
what might be changed or madę clearer. He or she should not check your grammar or 
punctuation. Your instructor will help do this until you and your classmates leam to 
do it for yourselves.

The Writing Process 


Freewriting You remember that prewriting is the step in the writing process in which you get 

ideas. In Chapter 1, you leamed about the prewriting technique called listing. Another 
prewriting technique is freewriting. When you freewrite, you write “freely”— 
without stopping—on a topie for a specilic amount of time. You just write down 
sentences as you think of them without wori^ying about whether your sentences are 
correct or not. You also don’t have to punctuate sentences or capitalize words. You 
can even write incomplete sentences or phrases. The main goal in freewriting is to 
keep your pencil moving across the paper.

As you learned in Chapter 1 , a paragraph is a group of related sentences that 
develops one main idea, which is the topie of the paragraph. In this chapter you will 
study paragraph structure in detail. 


Three Parts 
of a 

Paragraph 


A paragraph has three parts: a topie sentence, several supporting sentences, and 
a concluding sentence. 

1. The topie sentence tells what topie the paragraph is going to discuss. 

2. The supporting sentences give details about the topie. 

3. The concluding sentence summarizes the main points or restates the topie 
sentence in different words. 

A paragraph is like a sandwich. The topie sentence and concluding sentences are the 
two pieces of “bread” enclosing the “meat”—the supporting sentences. A diagram 
of a paragraph looks like this: 



The model paragraph that follows describes a typical wedding in Hawaii. The 
people who live in the island State of Hawaii are from many different ethnic groups. 
In Hawaii, Hawaiians, Japanese, Chinese, Filipinos, Portuguese, and haoles 1 share 
their customs freely with one another. As you read the model, notice the three parts 
of the paragraph.

Now let’s study each of the three parts of a paragraph in morę detail. 


The topie sentence is the most important sentence in a paragraph. It has two parts: a 
topie and a controlling idea. The topie names the subject of the paragraph. In our 
model, the topie is Hawaiian weddings.The controlling idea tells what the paragraph 
will say about the topie. It is called the controlling idea because it Controls or limits 
the topie to a very specific point or points. In our model, the controlling idea is that 
weddings in Hawaii are special because of the mix of cultures.

The Writing Process 


Outlinin The best way to organize a paragraph is to make an outline before you begin to write. 

An outline is like an architect’s plan for a house. Imagine building a house without 
a plan. The kitchen might be far away from the dining room, or the house might have 
no Windows. Having a plan not only helps you, the writer, to organize your thoughts 
but it also ensures that you don’t leave out anything important.

Summary Writing 1 


A summary is a short statement that gives the main information about something 
without giving all the details.The ability to summarize information is a useful writing 
skill. In your college classes, you will need to summarize information from your 
textbooks on tests. In some classes, you will also write original papers in which you 
summarize information from outside reading. 

You already know how to summarize in speaking. You summarize every day. For 
example, when you retell a story that you have read or heard, you are summarizing. 
When you tell a friend the plot of a movie that you have seen, you are summarizing. 
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A summary, then, is a short retelling in your own words. In this section, you will learn 
how to do it in writing. 

First, reread the model paragraph from page 38, “A Hawaiian Wedding.” Then read 
the summary. 

Original Paragraph 

A Hawaiian Wedding 

The mix of cultures in Hawaii makes weddings there very special occasions. 
Certainly, Hawaiian clothing, musie, and other Hawaiian customs play a big role. 
For example, the bride often wears a long white holoku (wedding dress), and 
the groom wears a long-sleeved white shirt and pants with a red sash around 
his waist. Both the bride and the groom wear leis. The bride’s lei is traditionally 
madę of white flowers such as pikake (jasmine), and the groom’s is madę of 
green maile leaves. Another Hawaiian custom is the blowing of a conch shell 
three times to begin the ceremony. Hawaiian musie is played both during 
the ceremony and during the luau afterward. Other customs included in the 
festivities depend on theethnic backgrounds of the couple. For instance, there 
may be noisy firecrackers, a Chinese way of keeping bad spirits away. There 
may be a display of Japanese origami, or there may be a pandango, a Filipino 
custom. During a pandango, the wedding guests tape money together and wrap 
it around the couple during their first dance together as husband and wife. Ali in 
all, a Hawaiian wedding is truły a magical, multicultural event. (194 words) 

Summary 

Weddings in Hawaii combine customs from many cultures. Hawaiian customs 
may include the clothing worn by the couple, the flowers, the musie, and the type 
of party after the ceremony. Chinese, Japanese, and Filipino customs may also 
play a part depending on the ethnicity 1 of the bride and groom. (49 words) 


Notice that the summary gives the two main points — (I) Hawaiian customs and 
(2) customs of other ethnic groups—but no details. The summary does not describe the 
clothing, tell what kind of flowers, or talk about pandango , origami , or firecrackers. 

As you can see, the summary (49 words) is much shorter than the original (194 words). 
When you write a summary, write the important ideas in as few words as possible. 
There are three keys to writing a summary: 

1. Include only main points; leave out details. 

2. Use your own words. Do not copy sentences from the original. 

3. Do not add any ideas that are not in the original.

Descriptive writing appeals to the senses, so it tells how something looks, feels, 
smells, tastes, and/or sounds. A good description is a word picture; the reader can 
imagine the object, place, or person in his or her mind. 

A description usually follows a pattern of organization that we cali spatial order. 
Spatial order is the arrangement of things in space. As you read the model paragraph, 
notice how the description moves from the bottom of the stairway to the top. Also 
notice how the description of the woman moves from far away to near.

Spatial Order Just as an artist plans where to place each object in a painting, a writer plans where to 

put each object in a word picture. In a description, writers often use spatial order to 
organize their ideas. Spatial order is the arrangement of items in order by space. 

For example, when describing your favorite room at home, you could first 
describe things on the left side of the doorway and then move clockwise around to 
the right side. You could also start on the right and move counterclockwise around 
to the left. 

The model paragraph “The Stairway” uses spatial organization. In describing 
the stairway, the writer shows that as a little boy, his first view was from the 
bottom looking up at the mannequin. Then he climbs up the stairway. The spatial 
organization is from bottom to top. When he describes the mannequin, he first 
gives an overall impression (the way she was leaning against the wali and what 
her dress looked like).Then he focuses on her face and finally on her unblinking 
eyes. The spatial organization is from far to near. 

It does not usually matter whether the spatial organization is left to right, right to left, 
near to far, far to near, outside to inside, inside to outside, top to bottom, or bottom to 
top. It is only helpful to use some kind of spatial order when you write a description. 

Spatial Order Signals 

Just as there are words and phrases to show time order, there are words and phrases 
to show spatial organization. They are often prepositional phrases of location or 
position. Notice the kinds of expressions used to show time order.

An important element of a good paragraph is unity. When a paragraph has unity, all 
the supporting sentences discuss only one idea. From beginning to end, each sentence 
is directly related to the topie, in some languages, it is acceptable to wander away 
from the topie—to make little side trips to ideas that are somewhat, but not directly, 
related to the main topie. In English, doing so is not acceptable because it breaks the 
unity of the paragraph.

Logical division of ideas is a pattern of organization in which you divide a topie 
into points and discusseach point separately.The model paragraph uses this pattern. 
You can use logical division to organize many kinds of topics, not just reasons.

In addition to unity, which you learned about in Chapter 4, every good paragraph 
must have coherence. A coherent paragraph flows smoothly from beginning to end. 
A reader can folio w your ideas easily because one sentence leads naturally to the 
next one; there are no sudden jumps. 

There are three main ways to make your paragraph coherent: 

1. Use nouns and pronouns consistently throughout a paragraph. 

2. Use transition signals to show relationships among ideas. 

3. Put your ideas into some kind of logical order, such as logical division 
of ideas. 


One way to achieve coherence is to use nouns and pronouns consistently throughout 
a paragraph, that is, continue to use the same nouns and pronouns you start with. For 
example, if you begin with a plural noun such as students, don’t change to singular. 
Also, don’t change pronouns; don’t switch from you to they or he for no reason. Be 
consistent! If you use the pronoun you at the beginning of your paragraph, keep it 
throughout.

Following are some generał rules for placing and punctuating these transition 
signals: 

1. The words and phrases in the “Sentence Connectors” column often come at 
the beginning of a sentence. They are usually followed by a comma. 

(Exceptions: Now , soon , and then do not need a comma.) 

Beginning of sentence First of all, zoos protect animals from their natural enemies. 

In short, advertising helps both buyers and sellers. 

Then press the tab key on your keyboard. 

Sentence connectors can also come in the middle and at the end of a sentence. 
We usually (but not always) separate them from the rest of the sentence with a 
comma or commas.

A dependent clause always begins with a subordinating word, or subordinator. 
There are different kinds of subordinators. Time subordinators begin a clause that 
tells when something happens.

Comparison and contrast is a techniąue that we use every day. For example, we 
compare and contrast courses and teachers when we decide which classes to take. 
We compare and contrast products and prices when we shop. An employer compares 
and contrasts applicants for jobs, and a job applicant compares and contrasts job offers. 
In college classes, you will often have to compare and contrast. For example, in a 
history class, you might be asked to compare and contrast two historical ligures or 
two events. In a literaturę class, you might have to compare two poems or two 
characters in a play. Knowing how to write comparison/contrast paragraphs is a very 
useful skill. 

When we compare two (or morę) things, we tell what is similarabout them. When 
we contrast things, we tell what is different about them. Usually, the emphasis is on the 
differences, but sometimes a paragraph describes both similarities and differences. As 
you read the model paragraphs, decide which one emphasizes differences and which 
one describes both similarities and differences.

In point-by-point organization, you write about similarities and differences by 
subtopic. For example, if you are comparing and contrasting several wireless telephone 
plans, you might compare and contrast them on these subtopics: 


cost of telephone 

(similarities and differences) 

monthly ratę 

(similarities and differences) 

length of contract 

(similarities and differences) 

reliability of service 

(similarities and differences) 
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If you have a lot to say about each subtopic, you may need to write a separate 
paragraph for each one. 

The pattem of organization you choose depends on your topie. Also, whether you 
discuss morę similarities or morę differences (or both) depends on your topie. 

A topie sentence for a comparison/contrast paragraph should name the topie and also 
indicate comparison/contrast organization. 

The left and right sides of your brain process information in different ways. 

When buying wireless telephone service, you should compare different plans 
on four points. 

A concluding sentence for a comparison/contrast paragraph may repeat the main idea. 
The hiring decision is difficult because both applicants are so similar. 

A concluding sentence may also make a recommendation.

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Appositives 


Appositives are nouns or noun phrases that rename a preceding noun or noun phrase. 

1. They set up a special table on which they display seven foods with names 
beginning with the letter s in Farsi, the language of Iran.

Tlie language oflran and large 
outdoor fires are appositives. 

Appositives are very useful in writing definitions because they give the reader 
morę inforination about your topie concisely (without a lot of extra words). 

Fudge, a delicious chocolate candy, was invented as a result of a cooking 
mistake. 

Appositives can be necessary information orextra information.' Consider this sentence: 
My friend Tim got married last week. 

In this sentence, Tim is an appositive because Tim and my friend are the same 
person. Tim is a necessary appositive because it is necessary to identify which friend 
got married. If we omit the word Tim, we don’t know which friend got married. 

Now consider this sentence: 

Tim, my friend, got married last week. 

In this sentence, the appositive is my friend. It is extra information because the name 
Tim already identifies the person who got married. If we omit my friend, we still 
know who got mairied. The fact that he is the writefs friend is not necessary to 
identify him. It is merely extra information. 

If there is only one of an item, it is unnecessary to identify it further, so appositives 
of one-of-a-kind items are always extra information. For example, Earth has only 
one moon, so any appositive of the Moon in a sentence would be extra information. 
Similarly, adjectives such as taliest, strongest, oldest, and most interesting 
automatically make the following noun one of a kind. 

The Moon, Earth’s only natural satellite, orbits Earth about once a month. 

The highest mountain in North America, Mount McKinley, is in Alaska. 

The appositive Mount McKinley is extra information because it follows the highest, 
and there can be only one “highest.” 

I have three sons. My son Carlos iooks like me. 

Carlos is necessary information because there are three sons, and the name Carlos is 
necessary to identify which son. 


'necessary information or extra information: Most grammar books use the terms restriethe or 
nonrestrictive.

Adjective clauses are dependent clauses. They are called adjective clauses because, 
like adjectives, they modify nouns and pronouns. They begin with the words who, 
whom, wliich, and that, among others. These words are called relative pronouns , and 
adjective clauses are also called relative clauses. An adjective clause joined to an 
independent clause makes a complex sentence.

Use commas to separate an extra information adjectwe clause from the rest of 
the sentence.

In this sentence, the clause that people observe with traditional food, customs, 
and events is an adjectwe clause modifying the noun days. Since it is necessary 
to identify which days the writer is discussing, the clause is necessary and 
commas are not used. That always introduces a necessary clause. 

Another example of a modern holiday with pagan origins is Halloween, 

which is on October 31. 

In this sentence, the clause which is on October 31 is an adjectwe clause 
modifying the noun Halloween.The clause is unnecessary to identify 
Halloween ; it merely gives extra information about it. Therefore, commas are 
used. Which, who, and wliom introduce extra information clauses.

An essay is just longer, so 
you have to plan it morę carefully.

'Concluding scntences for body paragraphs in an essay are not always necessary, especially when the ideas 
in consecutive paragraphs are closely related. 
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An essay introduction stimulates the reader’s interest and tells what the essay is 
about. The last sentence of an introduction is the thesis statement. Like the topie 
sentence of a paragraph, a thesis statement names the specific topie of the essay. The 
body consists of one or morę paragraphs. Each paragraph develops a subdivision of 
the topie. The conclusion, like the concluding sentence in a paragraph, is a summary 
or review of the main points discussed in the body. 

An essay has unity and coherence, just as a paragraph does. Transition signals 
link the paragraphs into a cohesive whole. 

As you read the model essay, study its organization. Notice the transition signals at 
the beginning of the three body paragraphs; they tell you which pattem of organization 
this essay uses.

4 The Rastafarians added unusual sound mixes, 
extra-slow tempos, strange lyrics, and mystical-political themes. The best-known 
reggae musician was the late" 5 Bob Marley. Well-known groups are Toots & The 
Maytals, Burning Spear, and Steel Pulse. Reggae has influenced later styles of 
popular musie, including punk and rap. 

A second successful style of popular musie is punk. Punk is a style of rock 
musie that began in the mid-1970s as a reaction against previous forms of rock.

Punks felt that rock musie no longer represented the counterculture 6 from which 
it had sprung and had, in fact, sold out 7 8 to the mainstream culture. With their 
clothing and hairstyles, punks intended to shock society. The “punk look” 
included spike hairdos, theatrical makeup, ripped clothing, body piercings, and 
jewelry madę from objects such as razor blades and safety pins. The onstage 
behavior of punks was aggressive and provocative. H At concerts, fighting and 
other violent behavior by the fans were common occurrences. Punk musie 
itself is simple (often just three chords), and its songs are short (rarely morę 
than three minutes long). Its songs are anti-government, anti-authority, and 
anti-conformity. The first bands to popularize punk were the Sex Pistols and 
Clash in Great Britain and the Ramones in the United States.

Groups such as the Dead 
Kennedys and Black Flag play hardcore punk, which is a faster and louder punk 
style. The band Fali Out Boy plays emo, a style in which the musicians become 
so emotional during a performance that they scream and ery. Pop punk, madę 
popular by the group Green Day, is another new punk style. 

A third successful style of popular musie is rap, which is also called 
hip-hop. Rap is a type of dance musie in which the singers — rappers — speak 
in rhythm and rhyme rather than sing. The art of rapping originated in Africa and 
probably traveled to the United States via Jamaica, where it was known as 
toasting. In the United States, rap first appeared in the mid-1970s in the discos 
of New York City’s black neighborhoods. Disco DJs 10 * teamed up with rappers 
to play songs for dancers at parties. At first, the role of the rapper was to keep 
the beat" going with hand claps while the DJ changed records. Soon, rappers 
added lyrics, 12 slogans, 13 rhymes, and call-and-response exchanges with the 
audience, and rap was born. Early rap songs were mainly about dancing, 
partying, and the romantic adventures of the rappers, but politics became an 
important theme in rap in the late 1980s and 1990s. Most rappers are young 
black males, but there have been female rappers such as Queen Latifah and 
white rappers such as the Beastie Boys and Eminem.

Let’s examine each part of the essay. 


The introductory paragraph, or introduction, is the first paragraph of an essay. 
It has two functions: (1) It attracts the reader’s interest, and (2) it introduces the topie 
of the essay. 

There are several kinds of introductory paragraphs. In this book, you will learn 
to write a kind known as a “funnel” introduction. 

A funnel introduction has two parts: several generał statements and one thesis 
statement. The generał statements give the reader background information about 
the topie of the essay. They should lead your reader gradually from a very generał 
idea of your topie to a very specific idea. The first generał statement in a funnel 
introduction just introduces the topie. Like the lens of a camera moving in for a 
close-up picture, each sentence that follows becomes morę and morę focused on a 
specific topie. The thesis statement is normally the last sentence in an introductory 
paragraph. It has three purposes: 

1. It States the specific topie of the essay. 

2. It may list the subtopics of the main topie. 

3. It may also mention the method of organization. 

Reread the introductory paragraph of the model essay “Styles of Popular Musie.” 
Notice how the sentences gradually move from the generał topie of musie to the 
specific topie, three successful styles of popular musie. 

• The lirst sentence attracts the reader’s interest with a short sentence; it also 
names the generał topie (musie).

Paragraph 


The concluding paragraph is the last paragraph of an essay. It has three purposes: 

1. It signals the end of the essay. 

2. It reminds the reader of your main points. 

3. It leaves the reader with your finał thoughts on the topie. 

Notice how the writer accomplishes these three purposes in the following 
concluding paragraph. 

In short, Mr. Smith had several qualities of a great teacher. He was well 
informed about his subject, and his enthusiasm for it rubbed off on 1 his 
students. Furthermore, his lectures were well organized, and he returned 
papers and tests promptly. His classes were always interesting, and he told 
funny stories to keep even the sleepiest student awake and engaged in 
learning. Mr. Smith taught morę than just history; he also taught us to love 
learning. 

• The transition phrase In short signals the end of the essay. 

• It summarizes the qualities of Mr. Smith: he was well informed, enthusiastic, 
organized, and interesting. 

• It gives a finał comment: Mr. Smith inspired students to love learning. 

The first part of the concluding paragraph summarizes the main points or repeats 
the thesis statement in different words. It may require one or morę than one sentence. 

In the second part, you may add a linal comment. This is the place to express 
your opinion, make a judgment, or give a recommendation. However, do not add 
any new ideas in the concluding paragraph.

In the list on the right, Besides is a preposition and must be followed by a noun or 
gerund. 2 Similarly, In addition is a sentence connector, and In addition to is a 
preposition. 


Just as it is impoitant to use transition signals to show the connection between ideas 
within a paragraph, it is also important to use transition signals between paragraphs 
to show how one paragraph is related to another. Transition signals can tell your 
reader if the topie of the next paragraph follows the same linę of thought or reverses 
direction.

an Essay 


Planning an essay takes a little morę work because there are many ideas and details 
to organize. Let’s review the steps in the writing process that were introduced in 
Chapter 1. 


In this step, you choose a topie and then gather supporting ideas and details. There are 
several ways to gather ideas, including listing, clustering, freewriting, joumal writing, 
interviewing classmates and friends, researching online, and researching in a library. 

Here is an example of the listing technique. The topie is “Kinds of Lies.” Notice 
that the list is not in any order. The writer just wrote down any idea or example that 
came to mind.

Left-Handedness 

Do you know anyone who is left-handed? You probably do, about 10 percent 
of the population uses their left rather than their right hand for writing and other 
tasks. Although many athletes, musicians, artists, and world leaders are left- 
handed, being left-handed certainly has a few disadvantages in a world designed 
by and for right-handed people. 

Social situations can provide opportunities for left-handed people to feel 
clumsy. First of all, handshakes. Right-handed people offer their right hands and 
expect to grasp the right hand of the other person. The instinct of left-handers, 
however, is to extend their left hand they have to train themselves to extend 
their right. Another social opportunity for awkwardness occurs at the dinner 
table.

Most of them 
are madę for right-handers. Left-handers have to write with their left elbow 
hanging in midair. Or else tum themselves around almost 180 degrees in order to 
lay their notebook on the desk. Furthermore, when lefties write in a three-ring 
binder or spiral notebook. The rings get in the way of their hands when they write 
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on the front side of a page. Finally, left-handers write from left to right, their hand 
smears the fresh ink across the page. 

Last but not least are the many inventions of the modern world. That make 
life convenient for right-handers but inconvenient for lefties. These include 
scissors, can openers, corkscrews, automobile gear shifts, cameras, and 
Computer keyboards. 

In sum, in a world organized for right-handers, left-handed people must 
confront and overcome challenges every day.

Writing a summary of a longer piece of writing, such as an essay or magazine article, 
is an important skill. College teachers often assign research papers (also called term 
papers because students usually have an entire term to complete them). To write a 
research paper, you will have to read articles from outside sources and use information 
that you get from these readings in your paper. One way to use this information is to 
use quotations. Another way is to summarize information. 

When you summarize a longer piece of writing, you use the same techniques you 
used for summarizing a short paragraph. 

1. Write the important ideas,and leave out most of the details. 

2. Do not summarize the concluding paragraph because it is already a 
summary of the main points or a restatement of the main idea. 

3. Use as few words as possible without omitting important points. 

4. Use your own words. Do not copy sentences from the original.

In our daily lives, we express opinions about everything from politics to the cost of 
gasoline. When we express an opinion, we usually give reasonsfor our point of view 
in an informal way.

told him she would not want to be kept alive aitificially when there was no hope 
of recovery. Mrs. Schiavo’s parents, Robert and Mary Schindler, disagreed with 
Mr. Schiavo and fought to keep their daughter alive. After seven years of bitter 
court battles, Mr. Schiavo finally won. Doctors removed Mrs. Schiavo’s feeding 
tubę, and she soon died, fifteen years after first falling into a coma. Clearly, when 
there is absolutely no hope of recovery, society should allow a person in Terri 
Schiavo’s condition to die if that is his or her wish. 

A second reason to support euthanasia is that medical costs in the United 
States are very high. Keeping a person alive for years and years requires round- 
the-clock care in a hospital or nursing home. 1 According to an administrator at 
a local hospital, daily hospital room charges average $5,000 there. Nursing home 
care is also expensive. A nursing home in our area charges $4,500 per month. 
These high costs can cause serious financial problems for a family. 

The finał reason to support legalizing euthanasia is that the family suffers. 
Hospital or nursing home Staff give terminally ill patients only minimal care. 

Thus, the family must spend time caring for the special needs of their loved one. 
For instance, a cousin of minę who had been in a motorcycle accident was kept 
on life-support machines for eight years. He needed someone to stay with him 
twenty-four hours a day. During those years, his parents took turns taking care 
of him. His father stayed with him during the day while his mother worked, and 
then his mother stayed with him at night while his father worked. Other family 
members tried to help out when they could, but his parents did most of the 
physical work and suffered most of the emotional stress. After he finally died, 
my aunt said, “Of course, I am sad, but sińce we all knew he would eventually 
die, it might have been better if it had happened right when he had the accident. 
These past eight years have been hard.” 

To summarize, patients who are either terminally ill or who are in an 
irreversible 2 coma often wish to die. Their care is a financial, physical, and 
emotional burden for their families. Therefore, families should have the right to 
ask doctors to turn off life-support machines or to remove feeding tubes.

Developing Supporting Details 


In Chapter 3, you leamed how to use examples to support your ideas. In this chapter, 
you will leam how to use three other kinds of supporting details: ąuotations, statistics, 
and summaries. 

College instructors often assign research papers in their classes, for which you 
use information from outside sources (books, magazines, newspaper articles, or the 
Internet). There are special procedures and rules for using informatioh from outside 
sources. For example, in a formal research paper, you must document the source of each 
piece of information that you use. This means that you must tell exactly where you 
gotthe information—who originally wrote it or said it and when and where it was 
written or spoken. You will leam how to do this later on in your college program. 
However, be aware that documenting outside sources is important and necessary for 
college assignments. 

For purposes of this class, you may get information informally—by taking a class 
survey to get statistics or by interviewing classmates to get guotations, for example. 



Quotations are often used in academic writing as supporting sentences. Notice how 
quotations support the topie sentence in the following paragraphs.

When you learned to speak yourfirst language, you didn’t immediately start talking 
in !ong, grammatically correct sentences. Instead, you listened and experimented 
with words and phrases in a nonthreatening environment. By constant repetition, 
trial, and many errors, you expanded your vocabulary and started to speak in perfect 
sentences until, by the time you started school, you were fluent in the spoken 
language. 

To acquire a level of fluency in written language you need to experiment with 
writing words, phrases, and sentences in a nonthreatening environment. Journal 
writing gives you this opportunity and is, therefore, an important tool for acquiring 
written fluency. 


How Journal Writing Can Help You 


1. You improve your writing by writing. In journals, quantity is morę 
important than quality. Writing every day will help you become fluent. 

2. You choose the topics. In your jouiTial, you can write about topics that 
are interesting and relevant to your life. You are practicing expressing 
your ideas and leelings in your journals. 

3. Your journals can help you develop ideas that you can later use in your 
paragraphs or essays. 

4. Writing a joumal can be very enjoyable. You don’t have to worry about 
using a dictionary or checking your grammar or organization, and you 
don’t have to write several drafts. You just concentrate on the contcnt. 

5. Journal writing helps you develop the language you need in your everyday 
life. If'you are having problems with your landlord or at work, writing 
about it can help you develop the language you need to solve your 
problems.

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How to Start 


1. Buy an 8/4-inch by 1 1-inch spiral notebook. 

2. Each time you write in your joumal, put the datę, the time you start, and 
the time you stop at the top of the page. 

3. Don’t skip lines. Don’t spend a long time thinking or worrying about what 
you are going to write; just start writing. 

4. Write for at least an hour a week. You may write for ten minutes each day 
or for twenty minutes three times a week. Remember that the morę effort 
you put into your joumal, the morę your writing will progress. 

5. Don’t worry about making spelling or other mistakes. Concentrate on 
your ideas rather than an error-free joumal. 

6. Try to practice the grammar andnew vocabulary or idioms you are 
learning in class. 

7. Write about your daily life, your problems, your feelings, or your 
opinions. In fact, write about anything that interests you. 

8. Your joumal will not be shared with other members of the class; only 
your teacher will be your audience. 

9. Your instructor will collect your joumals regularly, every week or two, to 
check that you are doing them, to offer advice on your writing, or to 
respond to your writing. He/she will not correct your grammar or spelling, 
although he/she may point out recurring errors.

Peer editing is an interactive process of reading and commenting on a classmate’s 
writing. You will exchange rough drafts with a classmate, read each other’s work, 
and make suggestions for improvement. Use the worksheet for each assignment and 
answer each question. Write your comments on the worksheet or on your 
classmate’s paper as your instructor directs. 

Advice for Peer Editors 

1. Your job is to help your classmate write clearly. Focus only on content and 
organization. 

2. If you notice grammar or spelling errors, ignore them. It is not your job to 
correct your classmate’s English. 

3. Don’t cross out any writing. Underline, draw arrows, circle things, but 
don’t cross out anything. 

4. Make your first comment a positive one. Find something good to say. 

5. If possible, use a colored pencil or ink. 

6. The writer may not always agree with you. Discuss yourdifferent opinions, 
but don’t argue, and don’t hurt your classmate’s feelings. 


Self-Editing 


Becoming a better writer requires that you learn to edit your own work. Self-editing 
involves not just checking for spelling and grammar errors. It also means looking at 
your writing as a writing teacher does. The self-editing worksheets contain questions 
about specific elements that your teacher hopes to find in your paragraph or essay— 
a strong thesis statement, elear topie sentences, specific supporting details, 
coherence, an effective conclusion, and so on. By answering the worksheet 
questions thoughtfully, you can learn to recognize the strengths and weaknesses in 
your rhetorical skills as well as to spot recurring errors in grammar, punctuation, and 
sentence structure. 
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Here are some polite ways to suggest changes. 

Do you think_is important/necessary/relevant? 

I don’t quite understand your meaning here. 

Could you please explain this point a little morę? 

I think an example would help here. 

This part seems confusing. 

I think this part should go at the end/at the beginning/after XYZ. 
Maybe you don’t need this word/sentence/part. 


Scoring Rubrics 

When grading papers, writing teachers sometimes assign points for each writing 
skil I. They often use a rubric such as the ones on pages 196 and 197. The first rubric 
is for scoring paragraphs; the second one is for scoring essays. In each rubric, the 
left column shows the maximum number of points possible for each item. 

Teachers may duplicate these forms to use when scoring students’ work.
